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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claim 1 is presented for examination. 

Specification 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Drawings 

3. The subject matter of this application admits of illustration by a drawing to 
facilitate understanding of the invention. Applicant is required to furnish a drawing 
under 37 CFR 1.81(c). No new matter may be introduced in the required drawing. 
Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in 
the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.121(d). 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "meta-data 
database, process queue, and execution engine" must be shown or the' feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
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replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Claim Objections 

5. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 
Unnumbered claim been renumbered claim 1. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

6. 35 U.S. C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

8. Claim 1 recites a "meta-data database, a process queue, and an execution 
engine"; however, it appears that the such a combination of elements would reasonably 
be interpreted by one of ordinary skill in the art as software, per se, failing to be tangibly 
embodied or include any recited hardware as part of the system. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

9. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

10. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

a. The following terms lack antecedent basis in the claims: 

i. Claim 1 line 10, "this archetypal" and "process queue data" 

b. The following terms are not clearly understood: 
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ii. Claim 1 lines 10-11 recites, "manage the creation of running 
instances". It is unclear what is being managed (i.e. a running instance of 
what?). Also, the phrase "specifically" in line 3, and "sometimes" in line 9, 
renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitations 
following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See MPEP 
§ 2173.05(d). • 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

12. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Benkeser et 
al. (US Pat No. 5,361,362 hereinafter Benkeser). 



1 3. Regarding claim 1 , Benkeser teaches the method by which computer programs 
are run: 

a meta-data database provides for information regarding each process' 
archetype (specifically including a description of each process, how to run it, its input 
arguments/parameters, if any, and their types, its results, if any, and their types) (Fig 3

and col 4 lines 27-28, "process table 215 where the process information has been 
stored"); 

a process queue, which also resides in a database, provides for pointers to which 
processes are desired to be run, the run-time values for the arguments/parameters 
described in the meta-data (col 4 lines 25-27), and; 

an execution engine" (sometimes known as a "scheduler" or "daemon") uses this 
archetypal and process queue data to manage the creation of running instances within 
the operating system (col 4 lines 28-30, "processor").
